The court held th a t if the club could 
be exem pt from a license tax under 
the ag reed statem ent of facts, then the 
intent and purpose of the statute on 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
sta te would be rendered nug atory . 
H e said th a t there w ere ninety -nine 
clubs and lodg es to th is revenue dis­ 
trict which have a g overnm ent license 
and dispense liquors am ong the meia- 
bers and th eir friends in like m anner 
as the E lks lodg e, and if they had a 
rig ht CO to do, then there could be 
thousands of such org anipiions in 
this sta te and every individual could 
secure all the liquor he desired, as 
each m em ber had a rig ht to invite 
\n 
his friends, and every saloon could be 
turned into a social or literary club 
and liquors dispensed w ithout those

are fatally injured and at least twenty- 
five others «are badly hurt in the WTeck 
of an east-bound train on the Minne­ 
apolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie 
railroad at Enderlin, N. D., which oc­ 
curred at an early hour Sunday morn­ 
ing. The train wrecked was the ac­ 
commodation which rims from Moo^e 
Jaw. Sask, to St. Paul. It is due at 
Enderlin at 11:15 p. in., but was about 
two hours late. 
The engineer was running at high 
speed in an endeavor to make up the 
lost time. As he swung around the 
curve, just before entering the yards 
at Enderlin, 
a switch 
engine was 
shifting a string of box cars onto a 
side track. The cars did not clear the 
main track, and the passenger engine 
collided head-on with the switch en­ 
gine. Both 
engines were 
wrecked, 
and the passenger cars were thrown 
down a small embankment at the side 
of the track. 
Several of the day coaches were 
turned bottom up and passengers pin 
lied beneath the wreckage, which took 
fire from the stoves used to heat the 
cars. This passenger train w'as heav­ 
ily loaded with people going to their 
homes In the east to spend the holi­ 
days. Most of the casualties occur­ 
red in the smoking car and first day 
coach, both of which were badly splin­ 
tered. 
Enderlin is the divisional headquar­ 
ters of the railroad, and a rescue partv 
was soon at hand, endeavoring to re­ 
lease 
imprisoned 
passengers 
from 
their perilous position. The groans of 
the dying mingled with the cries of 
anguish of the passengers less severe­ 
ly hurt, but who were in Imminent 
danger from the flames, w'hich were 
fast spreading thtough the cars. 
Axes were wielded by willing hanas 
and the roofs -f the overturned cars 
were broken open and the dead and 
injured taken out as quickly as possi­ 
ble. It was a race between the res­ 
cuers and the flames, but by herculean 
efforts all of the injured were removed 
before the flames reached them. 
'Ten dead bodies w'cre taken out and 
laid beside the track, while the injured 
were conveyed to the hospital and the 
hotels. 
Henry J. Volkering. of Anamoose, 
who was on his way to visit his par­ 
ents at Osceola.

In those thret 
days the prosecution is supposed tc 
have had sufficient time to sift th^ ‘ 
evidence against the “suspect” thor^ 
oughly, and not to be balked fn* this 
by the suspect’s communicatfng wltíj 
friends, who could hide evidence and| 
generally aid in%thwarting the prosed 
cution. 
While this works hardship 
on an Innocent person it unquestion­ 
ably prevents many criminals from 
tablishing an alibi.

On the other hand, tiie prosecuttng í 
attorney is bound to warn the suspect \ 
against doing anything which wfD hi* 
erirainate himself and |Us clearly 
fined duty is to protect as well as 
prosecute.
